THE MINISTRY OE EOREIGN AEFAIRS OE THE REPUBLIC OE 
KENYA PRESENTS ITS COMPLEMENTS TO THE EMBASSY OE THE 
UNITED STATES OE AMERICA IN NAIROBI AND HAS THE HONOUR 
TO STATE THAT DESIROUS TO STRENGTHEN AND PROMOTE EVEN 
EURTHER THE TRADITIONAL TIES OE ERIENDSHIP AND CO-OPERATION 
OBTAINING BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES AND PEOPLES THE 
REPUBLIC OF KENYA PROPOSES TO APPOINT MR. JOSEPH 
ELIJAH KARIUKI AS KENYA AMBASSADOR EXTRAORDINARY AND 
PLENIPOTENTIARY TO THE UNITED STATESS OE AMERICA. MR.
